}i.ml 19). St. Saviour's, Southwnirk, is also 
pure Marly English, witli the rnonhliii^ ov<t- 
hsiii^iug; the Chtipter House at Christ (Tiurch, 
Oxford, is similar, Init htis a fillet on the faeo 
of the overhanging moulding: Wells is taken 
from a tlottrway i>f somewhat biter character.

'I This very beautiful cliurcb is late in the 
Early English style, and in several partienlars 
api»n>aches to the Decorated; it may, however, 
jirohahly bo of earlier date tlian that mentioned, 
perhaps c. 12.')0. It has some capitals ipiiti? of 
the Norman form, though introduced in much 
later work.
